chief of army sir corps, being drawn into 
the scandal ring encompassing 
the

plane industry in this country, it is begin­ 
ning to look as though no one were entire­ 
ly free of suspicion of taint. General Foul- 
Oita, prominent 
during the weeks 
when 
Postm aster General Farley's precipitate de­ 
cision to cancel private airmail contracts 
placed the army sir corps under fire, seem­ 
ed to have a fair chance of getting out of 
the mess with clean hands. 
The Charge against him is that ths caus­ 
ed contracts for airplanes to be let with­ 
out a proper basis of competition ss pro- 
vldad by law. It is strangely like the charge 
against air transportation companies that 
were deprived of their contracts. In each 
case business is said to have done on the 
principle that nothing was to be gained 
from competition but confusion and waste. 
W hat appeared to have been collusion in 
the opinion of Investigators very probably 
appeared to be nothing more sinful than 
cooperation to those charged with It It is 
ironic that when the evils of competition 
are being admitted, an investigation glorify­ 
ing competition should 
be attracting 
so 
much attention. 
The airplane industry is passing through 
a bad time. There is little about it that can 
be called encouraging, 
except the know­ 
ledge that its technical progress has taken 
it too far to allow a fatal setback from re­ 
velation of financial monkeyshines.

To other outstanding men who 
won renown in varied activities 
following their birth in W ellsville 
should be added the name of Hon­ 
orable 
John P. Elkin of Indiana. 
Pa., who had a notable career as 
assistant and attorney general of 
the keystone state before he was 
subsequently elevated to the su­ 
preme court of the commonwealth. 
In addition he came within a faw 
votes of heinie the Republican nom­ 
inee for the governorship of his 
state in 1903. 
Although he was born in Indiana, 
Pa., he is recalled as having lived 
during his boyhood days in Wells­ 
ville. 
In his stay in the down­ 
river city he in declared to have 
worked in the rolling mill then op­ 
erated in it. 
He also attended 
school in the city and was remem­ 
bered as a pupil by the late Pro­ 
fessor J. L. McDonald, who long 
served ss the superintendent of 
schools of the community. 
His 
thereafter career in politics was 
watched with interest by many in 
Wellsville who knew him as a 
youth. 
He was born on January l l , I860* 
the son of Francis and Elisabeth 
Pratt Elkin. 
He finally entered 
the Indiana, Pa., Normal school 
and studied for an interval In it 
before attending the University of 
Michigan. 
Studying law he was 
admitted to the bar in 1884 and 
the same year was married to Miss 
Adda Prothaw of Indiana, Pa. Dur­ 
ing the two following years he was 
a member of the house of represea. 
tstives of the state. 
He became deputy attorney gen­ 
eral of Pennsylvania in 1895 which 
position he filled for four years. 
Three years after his retirem ent 
therefrom he became attorney gen­ 
eral. 
In this capacity he served 
from 1899 to 1903. 
On January I, 1905, he became a 
member of the Pennsylvania su­ 
preme court. 
He served his party 
during his active political days as 
the chairman of the Republican 
state committee. 
He was a dele­ 
gate to many state and national 
conventions. 
He was the president 
of the Farm ers’ bank of Indiana, 
P a. for many years. 
For IO years 
he served also as the president of 
the Indians. Pa., school board. By 
reason of all of his activities he 
became a power in Pennsylvania, 
•

* 
Others Recalled 
Another Wellsville onetim e resi­ 
dent who made a marked success 
of his life elsewhere was William 
Hollar, long the president of the 
Hollar Safe. Lock and Inspection 
company, of Philadelphia. 
In his 
day he stood out because he was 
regarded aa the greatest expert In 
the safe and lock line In the United 
States. 
After he left Wellsville 
his mother long resided In it. 
He 
returned annually for several years 
to visit her. 
A man who became in his day a 
great banker in California was W. 
C. Ralston, the son of Robert Rals­ 
ton 
He left Wellsville in 1849 dor- 
Ing the rush for gold in the later 
known Golden state. 
He made a 
fortune In his new home in the 
far west. 
He started many en­ 
terprises, the greatest of 
which 
was the financial institution known 
as the Bank of California. 
He 
met a tragic end when, while bath­ 
ing in the sea, he was carried be­ 
yond the danger line of the beach 
where he had entered the water. 
The strength of the flood tide pre­ 
vented his efforts to return. His 
body was later recovered. His fu­ 
neral In San Francisco is said to 
have been the most notable which 
up to that time had ever been held 
in that city. 
In earlier day older 
residents of Wellsville remembered 
when he had worked in his father’s 
saw mill in or about the down-riv­ 
er city. 
In former days many by reason 
of often seeing her upon the stage 
knew the capabilities of Emma 
Bunting, the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Elwood Bunting of Wellsville. 
She is said to have been born on 
tho camp grounds near Wellsville. 
Early in her life she indicated her 
later histrionic ability. She attend­ 
ed initially the public schools of 
Wellsville. 
Later she became a 
graduate of Birmingham college. 
She afterw ards studied voice cul­ 
ture under the well known Pro­ 
fessor Byron King of Pittsburgh. 
She began her work upon the stage 
about 1899. 
The Sons of Veterans camp in 
Wellsville was known as the Gen­ 
eral J. W. Reilly camp No. 9. In 
this manner the highest ranking 
officer of the Civil war from Wells­ 
ville the late General J. W. Reilly, 
was honored.

The first officers of this cam* 
were; T. A. Lloyd, captain; L. W.

later the same men were at the 
head of the organization except 
that H. H. W hitacre had succeeded 
T. J. Kelley as second lieutenant.. 
On July IO, 1899, a movement 
was begun having for its end the 
erection of a monument in Wells­ 
ville in memory of the soldiers and 
sailors of the community who had 
served in the Civil war. 
Captain 
T. A. Lloyd was made chairman of 
the committee that undertook the 
project. 
P. J. Kelley was its secr^ 
tary and D. A. Davidson its treas­ 
urer. 
Because these two removed 
away their places were taken by 
J. F. McQueen and W. R. Aten re­ 
spectively. Others on th!* commit* 
tee were H. H. W hitacre and G. L. 
Apple. # Money for the departure 
was procured by entertainm ents 
and subscription. 
Although he had been born la 
Akron. Gen. J. W. Reilly was re­ 
garded as one of the pioneers of 
Wellsville. 
He was the son of 
Thomas and Elizabeth Reilly, who 
had emigrated to the United Staffs 
from Ireland about 1825. His father 
was a contractor. 
He had worked 
In his office and had clerked on 
steamboats on the Ohio river be­ 
fore he bogan the study of law. 
He came to Wellsville in 1848. He 
is said to have organized the first 
band in Wellsville.

That old fallacy of a woman not 
being able to even hit a gigantic 
nail with a big hammer has long 
been exploded.

8o much so, that a tool box Is 
fast 
becoming a part of 
every 
kitchen. No more doe* a man have 
to be commandeered to stand on a 
ladder and hang pictures, replace 
a door handle or hinge, or fix a 
lock. Nor does she wish to invade 
the tool box sacred to the man of 
the hon**. She goes out to a store 
and equips a useful box herself so 
that first aid to the house can be 
quickly rendered. 
Many of the things necessary can 
be purchased in the populgr-price 
stores and others can be obtained 
for a little more at any hardware 
store. The items most necessary in­ 
clude a small hammer, a gimlet for 
making screw holes, a pair of pinch­ 
er*. a screw driver, a chisel, a brad 
awl, a small hand saw and anything 
else that she thinks might be use 
ful. 
Then there should be several 
packets

Your Health

W arm 
w eather 
is 
here 
and 
with it a variety of diseases en­ 
countered 
in changeable w eather. 
Such a disease 
is 
“quinsy 
sore 
throat.” which 
occurs m ost fre­ 
quently in spring and fall. 
Quinsy sore th ro at is an uncom 
fortable and painful affliction. Many 
persons have the false im pression 
it is m erely an Inflam m ation or ir­ 
ritation of the throat. 
It is really 
an abscess located in the 
throat 
near the tonsil. 
It is a common 
affliction of persons who are vic­ 
tim s of tonsilitis and, in m ost in­ 
stances, can be traced to diseased 
and infected tonsils. It is often con­ 
fused with 
tonsilitis hut differs 
from this infection by being more 
painful and involving only one side 
of the throat. 
Drainage Only Curs 
Like tonsilitis, the sufferer from 
quisy sore th ro at Is unable to sw al­ 
low food, and has pain on eating or 
talking. 
High fever, headache and 
general discom fort are other signs 
of this disorder. 
As a rule, there 
Is a throbbing and painful sen sa­ 
tion in the ear of th e side affected. 
For this reason It is often m istaken 
for an infected ear. 
The only cure 
for quinsy sore 
th ro at is incision and drainage of 
the pus. 
Like any other abscess 
within the body, cure can only be 
brought about by evacuation of the 
pus. 
U nfortunately, m ost persons 
fear the knife and avoid this sim ­ 
ple operation. 
T his is an unw ise 
attitude, for although 
the 
acute 
pain m ight subside and the infec­ 
tion seem to clear up, it will recur 
at frequent Intervals. I have known 
patients who have had as m any as 
six to ten attack s of quinsy sore 
throat within a sh o rt period of tim e 
Of course, quinsy sore th ro at can 
he prevented by rem oving all cen­ 
ters of infection w ithin the throat. 
Since infected and enlarged tonsils 
are th e m ost comm on cause of this 
disturbance, I would 
recom m end 
th at tonsils w hich are really dis­ 
eased be rem oved. 
If you are the 
victim of diseased 
tonsils 
and 
quinsy sore th ro at do not hesitate 
to have this operation. 
If you have 
never suffered from this form of 
sore throat, but have had trouble 
with your tonsils, 
you 
can save 
yourself from a g reat deal of un­ 
necessary pain by having the ton 
ails removed. 
May Cause O ther Diseases 
D iseased tonsils are a stum bling 
block to health. They are often the 
underlying cause of such physical 
disturbances aa h eart disease, kid­ 
ney disease, a rth ritis, neuritis and 
neuralgia. 
T his m enace is especi­ 
ally great In young children. 
En- 
larged and diseased tonsils retard 
the norm al 
grow th of children. 
Though 
it is not the cause of 
chorea and acute rheum atism , it is 
often a contributing factor in the 
onset of th ese dreaded infections. 
In w hat I have said, I do not 
m ean 
to 
Imply th at 
all tonsils 
should be rem oved. 
This is a mis­ 
taken idea and I am strongly op­ 
posed to such a procedure. 
The 
tonsils 
should only be removed 
when they a rs enlarged and infect­ 
ed. 
Bear in mind, th a t in quinsy sore 
throat, the seat of infection 
may 
come from diseased and Infected 
teeth or nasal sinuses. 
T his is es­ 
pecially true In adults. Do not nsg- 
leot quinsy sore throat but make 
every effort to determ ine tb s ult 
j d e fy in g cause.
